ARTICLE 3: To hear the report of the Auditors and to take such action as is 
deemed necessary in the adoption of such report. 

ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will vote a specific sum of money on the Grand 
List-of said Town for the year 1975, and appropriate same for its 
current expenses, and its indebtedness. If so, to set the amount 
and the manner of its collection. 

ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to have all orders itemized before 
checks are written. 

ARTICLE 6. Will the Town in the Town Meeting vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow money to pay current expenses and debts of the town 
in anticipation of the collection of taxes for such Purposes, and 
if so to provide whether the same shall be done by orders or 
notes of the Town. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the town will vote to extend the jurisdiction of the 
Constable according to Statutes. 

ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will appropriate the sum of $230.00 to the 
Lamoille County Mental Health Service, Inc. to aid in its 
provision of services to Lamoille County residents to prevent 
and treat mental illness and to promote health. 

ARTICLE 9. Will the Town appropriate the sum of $150.00 to the Lamoille 
Home Health Agency, Inc. to aid in its provisions of services to 
Lamoille County residents. 

ARTICLE 10: Will the town authorize the selectmen to acquire by gift or 
purchase land for a municipal forest, to produce wood products, 
maintain wildlife habitat, protect water supplies, provide forest 
recreation, and for conservation education purposes? 

ARTICLE 11: To see if the Town will vote to accept as a Town Road and 
maintain it accordingly a road now laid out and in use serving 
three families now living on the road. This is approximately 4 
mile in length and leaves Route 109 just south of Mervin 
Cuttings and extends past the home of Arnold LaRose the home 
of Wendell Lanpher: with three children, and the home of 
Donald Machia with four children. 

ARTICLE 12: To see if the Town, acting under Section 6 of No. 251 of the Acts 
and Resolves of the 1973 Adjourned Session of the Vermont 
General Assembly, will elect not to join the Vermont Municipal 
Employees’ Retirement System, the statutory provisions 
pertaining thereto appearing in Chapter 99, Title 24, Vermont 
Statutes Annotated.

RESUME OF ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 1974 

Town Meeting was called to order at 10:00 A.M. Daylight Savings Time by 
Roger Mann, Moderator. It was voted that Roberts Rules of order 
be followed. 

ARTICLE 1. To elect a Moderator. Dr. Roger Mann was elected. 

ARTICLE 2. To see if the freemen will vote to accept or reject the proposed 
article of amendment to the Constitution of Vermont. Voted to 
accept. Ballot box was open 9 to 6 o'clock. 

ARTICLE 3. The following officers were elected as required for the ensuing 
year: 

Emma Davis, Town Clerk 

Emma Davis, Town Treasurer. 

Selectman, Gerald Tatro, three year term. 

Lister, Cecil Shipman, term of three years. 

Constable, Roy Woodward. 

Voted that the selectmen be authorized to appoint a Road Commissioner. 

Auditor, Hubert Hemenway, three year term. 

Delinquent Tax Collector, Roy Woodward. 

Second Constable, Walter Tobin. 

Library Trustee, Leoda Barry. 

Grand Juror, Leonard McCuin. 

Trustee of Public Money, Gertrude Locke. 

Agent to convey Real Estate, S.P. Dow. 

Agent to Prosecute and defend suits, Dr. Roger Mann. 

The following were appointed by the Selectmen: 

Fire Warden, Leonard McCuin. 

Tree Warden, Charles Duffy. 

Fence Viewers, Lloyd Locke; Leonard McCuin. 

Inspector of Lumber, K. L. Davis. 

ARTICLE 4. To hear the report of the Auditors and to take such action as 
deemed necessary in the adoption of such report. It was voted 
to accept the Auditors report as printed. 

ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote a specific sum of money on the Grand 
List of said Town for the year of 1974, and appropriate same for 
its current expenses and its indebtedness. Set amount and 
manner of collection. Tax budget in dollars amount, approved as 
follows: Selectmen General Fund $21,000. $11,000 to be raised 
on the Grand List. The remaining $10,000 to be taken from 
Revenue Sharing and placed in General Account if possible. 
Selectmen are to ascertain if this is possible or legal. Selectmen 
are to divide tax rate after Grand List is taken. Voted to pay taxes 
to Town Treasurer as follows: Poll Taxes to become due August 
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10th. Property Taxes to become due on October 5th. After 
August 10th and October 5th no 4% discount Is allowed. Poll 
taxes tendered to Collector after August 10th and Property taxes 
after November 5th. It was explained that the listers could not 
determine the Grand List for Poll Taxes to become due July Sth. 
It was voted not to place the Grand List of individual properties 
in three public places. 

ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to have all orders itemized before 
checks are written. So voted. 

ARTICLE 7. Voted to authorize the Selectmen to borrow money to pay current 
expenses and debts of the Town in anticipation of the collection 
of taxes for such purposes, and if so to provide whether the 
same shall be done by order or notes of the Town. Voted to 
borrow money by notes. 

ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to sell the Town 
Garage Property. Voted to sell the Town Garage Property by 
bids. Selectmen have the privilege to accept or reject bids as 
they deem right. 

ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to extend the jurisdiction of the 
Constable according to Statutes. So voted. 

ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will raise the salary of the Town Clerk from 
$150.00 to $395.00. Voted to raise the salary to $395.00. 

ARTICLE 11. Will the Town appropriate the sum of $230.00 to the Lamoille 
County Mental Health Service, Inc. to aid in its provision of 
services to Lamoille County residents to prevent and treat 
mental illness and to promote health. So voted. 

ARTICLE 12. Will the Town appropriate the sum of $100.00 to the Lamoille 
County Development Council to develop, promote and publicize 
the recreational industrial and natural and human resources of 
Lamoille County in cooperation with other towns in the County 
and for the preparation of a comprehensive plan for the County 
and for crime control and prevention. Voted $100.00 for this. 

ARTICLE 13. Voted not to hire a state auditor to audit the books. 

ARTICLE 14. Will the Town authorize the Selectmen to acquire by gift a 
municipal forest, to promote reforestation, water conservation, 
and good forestry practices. Voted to do so if the situation arose. 

ARTICLE 15. To do any other business thought proper when met. Voted 
$150.00 to Lamoille County Home Health Agency. It was 
recommended that the Selectmen put this in their budget. 


WATERVILLE SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 

At approximately 11:00 A.M. the General Meeting was recessed for the School 
Meeting. 

ARTICLE 1. To elect by ballot the following officers: 

(a) Moderator, Dr. Mann was elected. 

(b) A school board member for three years. Dolores Tilton was elected. 

(c) A Union District No. 18 member for three years. Dr. Mann was elected. 

ARTICLE 2. Voted to hear and act upon the reports of the Waterville School 
District. It was voted to accept their report. 

ARTICLE 3. To establish compensations for the elected officers of Waterville 
School District. It was voted to pay the Secretary $100.00 and 
the School Directors $25.00 per year. 

ARTICLE 4. Will the Town School District vote to raise a sum of money on_ its 
Grand List for the support of a school lunch program and if so, 
provide for fixing the sum thereof. Motion made to table the 
article. 

It was voted to recess the meeting at 12:00 until after lunch and to resume the 
meeting at 1:00 P.M. 

ARTICLE 5. Will the Town School District vote to raise a sum of money on its 
Grand List to pay its debts and current expenses of said District 
and if so provide for fixing the sum thereof, and the time and 
manner in which the same shall be payable. It was voted to raise 
an approximate $50,235.00. The Selectmen and School 
Directors are to figure the tax rate on the Grand List in June. It 
was voted to pay the School tax at the same time as Town tax 
and in same manner. 

ARTICLE 6. Will the Town School District authorize the School Directors to 
borrow money to pay current expenses and debts of said district 
in anticipation of collection of taxes for such purposes and if so, 
provide whether the same shall be done by orders or notes of 
the District. Voted to permit the School Directors to borrow by 
notes. 

ARTICLE 7. To do any other business that may legally come before the 
meeting. It was requested that the School Directors consider 
putting a telephone in the school building. 

The School Directors were advised to put new windows in the school building 
where needed. | 

The School Meeting was adjourned at 1:30 P. M.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
WATERVILLE SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 
To the Citizens of Waterville: 

The following report concerns the school year July 1, 1973 to June 30, 
1974, the year for which you voted a tax at your 1973 March meeting. A 
separate table lists the school expenditures July 1, 1974 through December 
31, 1974. 

INSTRUCTION 

We have 12 students enrolled in the first and second grade classroom, 
10 in the third and fourth grade classroom and 23 in the fifth and sixth grade 
classroom. This is eight fewer students than were enrolled a year ago. 

The best available enrollment projections for the 1975-76 school year 
indicate that there will be thirty-six students in grades 1-6. If we continue with 
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three classrooms and three teachers, each teacher will have 12 students in 
their classrooms. The citizens of Waterville must decide whether or not they 
wish to maintain two or three classrooms next year. 

Your School Boa.d and Superintendent of Schools recognize that the 
three classroom organization provides a more ideal teaching and learning 
environment than does the two classroom organization. The amount of time 
available for each child and the individual attention that the teacher can give 
each child is considerably less in the two classroom organization. 

We feel, however, that 18 students per teacher in two classrooms Is not 
an excessive load, that a good education could be provided by two teachers. 

After considering both the educational needs of the students and the 
fiscal demands placed upon the taxpayer by Waterville’s union high school 
assessment, we feel that there should be two teachers employed for the 1975- 
76 school year. Our proposed budget includes salaries for two teachers. 

UNION HIGH SCHOOL ASSESSMENT 

At the time this report is being prepared, we do not have an accurate 
estimate of the union high school assessment for 1975-76. We currently have 
44 students enrolled at Lamoille Union High School. This is 7 more than were 
enrolled a year ago. For budget purposes, we are using an estimate of $52,600 
for the 1975-76 union high school assessment. This is about $8,000 more 
than Waterville’s assessment for the 1974-75 school year. 

STATE AID 

At this time we estimate that the Waterville Town School District will 
receive $34,000 in state aid for the 1975-76 school year. This is about $2,000 
more than we received in state aid for the current school year. 

The State Aid estimate is based upon the best information available at 
the time we are preparing the annual report and is subject to change 
depending upon the funds voted by the Vermont General Assembly and the 
formular used for distribution. 

APPRECIATIONS 

We are appreciative of the services provided by our teachers, school 
custodians, the school nurse, and the hot lunch workers. The interest and 
cooperation of the service organizations and the individual citizen is 
appreciated and reflected in the growth of your school.
